«City’s Share Big Topic. 

Meanwhile the air was filled with 
talk about fares and wages and cost 
of living, and index numbers and 
other things in Chicago and other 
cities. 

Topping all the rest was the question 
tentatively broached in several quar- 
ters of whether the city might be per- 
suaded to relinquish its “55 per cent of 
the net.” It has been raised before, 
both by the state commerce commis- 
sion and the federal courts, and from 
all indications it will move to the fore 
again if a jump in fares is sought asa 
companion piece to a wage raise. 

The traction ordinances of 1907, it 
was pointed out, stipulate that the city 
may use its “55 per cent of the net” 
for the commutation of fares, if it sees 
fit. 


What It Means in Wages. 

During the last three years the city’s 
“65 per cent” has averaged $2,250,000 
a year. Last year it ran $1,665,000; in 
1921 it was $2,945,000; in 1920, $2,138,- 
000. A saving of $2,250,000 a year to 
the companies, it was pointed out, 
would be the equivalent of 5 to 6 cents 
an hour on the wage bill. .A rise or 
drop of 1 cent an hour in pay means 
about $400,000 a year on the pay roll; 
5 cents would mean $2,000,000. 

The 1907 ordinances do not say the 
city’s “55 per cent” may be applied 
for a rise in wages, but if a wage in- 
crease should have as basis a proposal 
for a jump in fares, to toss the “55 
per cent of the net” on the table 
might, by stretching a point, amount 
to a “commutation of fares.” On this 
there is conflict of opinion. 

View of State Board. 

The state commerce commission in 
past decisions has held to the theory 
that the “net” should be sliced as 
low as possible, in order to remove 
from passenger fares the load of a “65 
per cent” split, which, since prices 
went up, no longer represents a share 
in the “ velvet”’ from a 6 cent fare. 

On the other hand, the companies 
insist they have to rely on thelr 45 
per cent of the net to meet some fixed 
charges, and in the rate cases of past 
years the question has been brought

Tien stat- 
ing that six groups of bandits, number- 
ing @bout 12,000 men, are seeking .ac- 
tion for the purpose of precipitating 
civil war in China, which will be beyond 
control. It is apenly charged that 
these groups are financed and armed 
by Chang Tso-lin, the Manchuria lead- 
er, with the definite purpose of getting 
revenge on the Chihli party. 

Official dispatches state that a group 
in Honan is moving eastward with the 
definite purpose of joining the Paat- 
zuku bandits holding the foreign cap- 
tives. The Kiangsu bandits are heid 
on the Shantung frontier only by the 
use of a strong body of troops, which 
Tien refuses to withdraw. However, 
400 bandits got through the line after 
Friday’s action and since then have 
established contact with the Paotzuku 
band.

ELECTRIFICATION OF BAILROADS 
AND OTHER PROFITS IN WASTE. 


Indianapelis, Ind., May 12.—In a recent 
editorial THE TRIBUNS mentions the need 
of eléctrifying the steam railroads en- 
tering Chicago. 

Not only would the electrification of 


the steam road cure much of the smoke 
évils of Chicago but would be the means 
of conserving quite a few nflligns of tons 
of coal annually. 

Experiments carried on at the Indiana 
Chemical Research taboratories show 
that the electric power necessary for the 
electrification of all the roads.in the 
northern half of Indiana and northern 
half of Illinois could be had for the mak- 
ing. Cost of constructing power gener- 
ating and by-products plants, the wiring 
‘of the roads, and the building of electric 
locomotives could be paid for through 
the saving in coal in a few years. It is 
shown by the experiments mentioned that 
electric power can be made from waste 
material abundant in Indiafia. and Iili- 
nois, the cost of which would be only 
the. handling from placg of repose to 
plant. 

In northern Indiana and northeastern 
Illinois and adjacent to Chicago are de- 
posits of millions of tons.of peat. These 
deposits are along the right,of Way of 
all the roads crossing the states, Illinois 
has a greater tonnage of peat than has 
Indiana. Each ton of this peat will pro- 
duce enough gas to generate 1,400 k. w. 
hours of electric energy and eést nothing 
but the construction to,produce. 2 

The great culm piles at the coal mines 
in the central and southern parts of these 
two states are also a great source of eléc- 
tric energy, sufficient to produce the 
power required to run all the trains en 
ali the roads crossing the states of Indi- 
ana and Illinois in the central and gouth- 
ern parts. 

The “bone” coal, the “ Black Jack,” 
and the shale roofing in the mines which 
now is not only valueless. but a detriment 
can all be made to yield more values 
than the coal itself yields. The power 
tied up in these useless materials is 
greater than that prodaced by a half 
dozen power plants the size of the 
Muscle Shoals plant, and will cost less 
money to recover than the Muscle Shoals 
plant has cost to build to date. 

The Research society in tts laboratories 
has found a net profit of more than §7 
a ton in treating peat, not taking inte 
consideration its electrio power generat- 
ing possibilities. In some of the shales, 
bone coal and Black Jack, a net profit of 
more than $10 a ton has been found. 

It has also.been discovered that these 
various waste materials mentioned above 
contain recoverable nitrogen ‘sufficient to 
fertilize all the tillable. acreage of the 
United States, 

One plant of 1,000 tons daily capacity 
costing approximately $750,000 would pro- 
duce 100,000 pounds of nitrogen in the 
form of sulphate of ammonia. It would 
make enough gas to generate daily 
1,400,000 k. w. hours of electric power. 
| It would produce more than 800 barrels 
of oil each twenty-four hours, and never 
have a dry hole.

The attitude hac been taken 
that since Mexico guarantees the non- 
retroactivity of the constitution of 
1917 it offers to protect American 
rights and property and the confer- 
ence consequently is settling nu- 
merous details which, if they were not 
settled, would cause future misunder- 
standings between the nations. 

The commission did not work today 
to allow President Obregon to take 
time to consider the disputed points 
which arose at the conference Tuesday.

WATER VEGETABLE GARDEN 


AFTER SUNDOWN. 


NE of the most practical gar- 
deners in Chicago has a rule of 
watering his vegetables between 
sundown and dark. This is 

not a hard fast rule, but one that is 
generally best with most crops. It is 
usually safe, however, to water sweet 
corn, carrots, beets, parsnips, Swiss 
chard, parsley and celery when the 
sun is shining. 

Watering the garden bétween sun- 
down and dark is a good genera! rule, 
but elastic enough that it can be wise- 
ly broken when necessary. After a 
heavy dew it is often best to break the 
rule and sprinkle the leaves of such 
crops as beans, peppers and the vine 
crops. If the leaves are not sprinkled 
with water the dew collects in spots 
and the hot sun heats the “water to a 
temperature high enough to burn spots 
on the foliage, Spraying prevents this. 

If it is not necessary to break up 
the dew drops it is best not to water 
beans, tomatoes, egg plant, peppers, 
melons, cucumbers, equashes and 
pumpkins when the sun is shining. 
Watering after the sun goes down 
gives the moisture a chance to soak 
into the soll before morning. If done 
in the morning much of the moisture 
evaporates during the day before it 
has time to soak into the soil. Except 
in rainy weather water sandy soil 
daily, as it needs more than heavy soil.

lions of dollars paid out in settlement of 
emergency construction. 

In brief, the opinion held that a con- 
tract, to the contrary notwitstanding, a 
contractor cannot collect from the gov- 
ernment under the so-called “ savings 
clause.” The Bethlehem contract, like 
scores of other important war time in- 
dustrial agreements, provided a fixed fee, 
plus a stipulated percentage of any 
economies it might effect. The opinion 
held a contractor is boynd in honor and 
at law to give the best possible results, 
without extra compensation.

Bach car is a completely enclosed steel 
cargo barge with a capacity of 2,000 
tonsa. These barges are loaded and 
assembled just like freight trains are 
made up and then hooked into a tow. 
The tugs, of course, push instead of 
pulling, as all river towboats do. 

The usual downstream tow . carries 
about 12,000 tons of freight. The up- 
stream tows carry from 6,000 to 7,800 
tons.

Except for the nonacceptance of live 
stock and perishables, there is little dif- 
ference in practice between this kind of 
freight transportation and that by rail- 
road. There is, of course, the expense 
of unloading and loading at the rail 
connection. This expense is the one 
advantage the railroads have, but if the 
advantages possessed by the barge line 
outweigh these it can no longer be con- 
sidered an experiment on such a chan- 
nel as the lower Mississippi, or any other 
river which has been canalized to give 
an all year service. 

Until the present the Mississippi! from 
Cairo to New Orleans has been consid- 
ered an all the year channel for steam- 
boats. The’ government barge line has 
operated all the year ‘round on this 
channel, even though its new type of 
towboats necessarily draw more water 
than the older sternwheel towboats and 
packets. However, last fall the barge 
line encountered what is said to have 
been the lowest water in fourteen years, 
which resulted in delays and heavy ex- 
pense. Despite this, it is now certain 
that the end of the epresent fiscal year 
will find it with a comfortable balance 
on hand from the year’s operations. 
The writer has no intention of precip!i- 
tating a controversy by claiming that 
the line has yet “made money,” if it is 
to be charged with irfterést on previous 
channel improvements, amortization of 
equipment costs, and all that sort of 
thing. In the previous fiscal year, how- 
ever, the line on the lower Mississippi 
carried 655,000 tons of freight. Its gross 
earnings from transportation were $2,-

porting this freight than the rail rates | 
would have amounted to. This is a sav- 
ing of over $1 per ton, even after the 
barge line had paid its loading and un- 
loading costs at terminals, which it 
strives to keep within $1 per ton.
